It has been demonstrated that airplanes 
can fly from the United States to Europe 
and from the United States to Hawaii. 
The substantial honor 
and 
glory 
have 
been achieved by the pioneers. 
Over and 
above all of them, the feat of y oung 
Charles A. Lindbergh caught, and still 
holds, the imagination of the world. 
The 
psy chology of this need not be discussed 
here. 
The pilots who have been successful in 
long overseas flights have been favored 
])y conditions. 
The summer’s fatal record 
shows that the airplane’s chances of fly ­ 
ing from this country to Europe are vastly 
lietier than of fly ing from Europe to this 
country . 
All those who have essay ed 
the latter have perished without trace. 
As this is written Brock and Schlee in 
the Pride of Detroit appear to have suf- 
fci’ed no serious mishaps in southeastern 
Asia. 
At that, they have done a remark­ 
able piece of fly ing, going from these 
shores to far-off J apan swiftly . 
There is 
no question of the courage of the men 
and the two women who have fared forth 
on these great adventures. 
Personal bravery is one thing, however, 
and foolhardiness is another. 
In view of 
the plain record written for trans-Atlantic 
and trans-Pacific flights, the grave dan- 
of violent disappearance is all too pa­ 
tent. 
The 
mounting 
toll 
of death to 
these adventurers is dreadful. 
It is not only 
natural,

proper, that demands for curbing overea 
flights should be rolling up on two conti­ 
nents.

SIX FLOOD-STRICKEN STATES 


The Department of Agriculture reports 
that in the six states lately visited by the 
Mississippi floods nearly 1,300,000 fowls 
w'ere lost, and more than 
225,000 head of 
horses, mules, 
cattle 
and swine. 
The 
farms and plantations flooded equaled 
the land area of 
all 
Connecticut 
and 
Rhode Island and half of Delaware, the 
St. Louis 
Post-Dispatch 
asserts. 
Upon 
how many of the 4,417,500 flooded acres 
any crops at all were grown do we not 
y et know; in great part the land has been 
idle, in almost no part can it have pro­ 
duced other than an impeded and lessen­ 
ed y ield. 
Against this record of disaster bey ond 
our power to picture what have been the 
means and sources of rescue? Local bank 
loans and direct relief from the stricken 
states; army 
tents 
and 
supplies; Red 
Cross contributions whose first outpour 
of generosity was dried up by official as­ 
surances that every thing 
was 
provided 
for; the regular appropriation for levee 
repair and other river work, grossly in­ 
sufficient for the-present need; $2,000,- 
000 of river and harbor money that can­ 
not be switched to flood work because of 
red tape; a congress not in special session 
to rush deficiency appropriations because 
the president feared that in a reassembl­ 
ed congress somebody might play politics. 
The scales do not balance. 
Disaster is 
called irreparable. 
It was not. The flood 
victims were neglected, half forgotten. In 
the work of rescue and repair the giant 
might of the nation w^as never used.

. . ONE PERSON’S CARELESSNESS 


All the statistics in the world are not 
half so convincing as one poignant ex­ 
ample of what may be caused by the 
slightest carelessness in the matter of fire. 
A recently published statement showing 
the annual loss by matches and smoking 
tc be over fifty millions of dollars, while 
tremendous and terrible, is likely passed 
over by the average reader with slight in­ 
terest. 
In Crater Lake National Park, however, 
there is an example that once seen is a 
life lesson. 
At a high point on one of the 
many 
scenic 
drives, 
a pinnacle from 
which hundreds of miles of surrounding 
country can be seen is a sign reading, 
'The product of one person’s carelessness 
wuth fire.” 
And stretching away behind 
the sign is a vast mountain side populated 
only by blackened stumps, all that is left 
of what was once a magnificent virgin 
forest, until a match or cigarette but was 
dropped and left unobserved. 
It would be a good thing if every in­ 
habitant of this country could stand at 
that point and see the desolation the rag­ 
ing flames have wrought. 
We should 
have no more such signs or reason for 
them.
